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TAX IMPOSED ON
COTTON FUTURES

Bill to Regulate Gambling On the

Cotton Exchange Ha Passed
the House

(By Assoclated Press)

Washington, July 24.—Final agree- |
ment on a bill to tax out of existence
uo—(ul!ul gambling transaction in cot-
"ton futures was reached  today by
house amd senate conferees. Under
the measure all, futpre contracts
which do not provide for dellvery of
spinnable cotton of a designed quality
umider standurds to be established by
the department of agrleulture, would '
he subjected t oa tax of $10 per bale.
No tax would be imposed on futures
transactions which come within tlwuﬂ
requirements, or upon trading In spot,
colton.

The bill would become operative six
maouths after Its enactment into law.
Chairmun Leover, of the agricultural
committee, who will call it up In the
lwuun tpmorrow, tonight predicted its
carly passage. He gnld It would
mean on annual saving to southern
and
would Inecrease the country's foreign
trade by more than $40,000,000 a year,
The measure follows generally the
Lever bill passed by the house but the
conferees increased the rate of taxa-
tion from $6 to $10 o hale to make
more certain the ellmination of gumb-
ling from cotton exchanges,

The measure as. perfected In confer-
cnce has the approval of the depart-
ment of agriculture, which under ita
provisions would promulgate:an of-
flelal standard of grades upon which
coniracts must be baswl. All futures
contracts would be regislered with
the treasury department through
which the public would be Informed of
the quantity and nature of the busi-
ness transacted by the varfous ex-
changes. One provision spcifically
dellvery on contract of ‘“rejections,”
“dogtalls” and other qualitles of cot-
ton unsuited for spinning and of a
staple less than su\ran-eightlm of an

inch.
